SPARTANBURG, S. C., September 8.—[Spe- 
cial.]—A little excitement was anticipated in 
the county convention held here today, as it 
was overwhelmingly for Tillman; but the re- 
sult was proved a boomerang in the ranks of 
the victors. Dr. Bob Smith, Tillmanite can- 
didate for congress, and acknowledged politi- 
cal boss of this section, was branded to his face 
as a contemptible wriggler who, when forced 
to a corner, would eat his own words, and he 
sat and took his chastisement as tamely as any 
sucking dove. In consequence, the straight- 
out faction is howling itself deaf over what it 
regards as a victorious defeat. The business 
for the day was the election of delegates to 
the state conuention, which is shortly to nomi- 
nate a state ticket. 

An incidental feature was the endorsement 
of the delegates formerly elected to determine 
the manner of the congressional election, as 
there was some doubt as tothe validity of 
their first election. The race for congress is a 
hot and bitter one. Five candidates are in 
the field, three forand two against Tillman. 
Three of these were present—Smith, Duncan 
and Shell. Only one, Smith, was a delegate. 
When the convention was called to order at 
12 o’clock, 200 members were in their seats, 
As only ten of these were straightouts, no 
excitement was anticipated. The county 
chairman was absent on account of sickness, 
and Dr. R. M. Smith was sent to the chair. 

Lr. Lancaster moved to nominate by ballot, 
which was carried and afterwards defeated. 
Mr. Oliver nominated the following ticket, 
and Mr. Hettel moved\that each delegate ex- 
press himself concerning Tillman and the 
farmers’ movement. <All having passed tho 
crucial test of political soundness, they were 
elected by acclamation. The former election 
of congressional delegates was ratified. 

Mr. Hattel introduced a resolution endorsing 
Captain E. C. Bacon for state treasurer and 
Captain H. L. Farley foradjutant general. 
Carried. 

And now the trouble began. 

J.'T. Wood introduced a resolution to the 
effect that the convention should not support 
any man for congress who wasa representative 
of, or wasin any way connected with, a cor- 
poration, ring, clique or any monopoly what- 
soever. 

Dr. Smith, a candidate, vacated the chair in 
order to support the motion, making a speech 
of some length aud bitterness. At its conclu- 
sion it was proposed to send for Congressional 
Candidate Duncan, who it is well known, rep- 
resents the Richmond and Danville railroad, 
and allow him to defend himself, and Major 
Dunean made a rousing speech which was 
well received by the audience. ‘ 

Captain G. W. Shell, the author of the 
famous Shell manifesto, was present and was 
extended the courtesy of the floor. His re- 
marks were of a personal nature and did not 
elicit much enthusiasm. 

The motion was then tabled amid the wildest 
shouts from the crowd of spectators who had. 
by this time filled the hall. | 

J.D. Leonard now came forward with a 
propositian to establish a farmers’ movement 
paper here, which should imbody the essence 
of Tillmanism reform and democracy. Dr. 
Smith supported it in a speech of some 
length, during the course of which he berated 
the newspapers of the state for the careless and 
false manner in which they reported the 
speaker’s remarks. Seeing William Jones, 
editor of The Spartanburg Hera!d, in the au- 
dience, he called upon him to explain an ap- 
yarent misquotation in his last issue. Dr. 
Smith woke up the wrong pas3enger, and is 
now doubtless kicking himself with a vigor 
that is merciless. t seems that The Herald, 
in giving a synopsis of The Greenville News's 
report, said that Dr. Smith had ‘‘retched pain- 
fully” oversome retractions which he had 
been forced to make, and it was this that he 
claimed was notin the firstreport. Mr. Jones 
said: 

“Asto the right or propriety of this demo- 
cratic county couvention’s establishing an 
organ to voice accurately the sentiments of Dr. 
R. M. Smith, [ have nothing tosay. But the 
assertion that I have ever dishonestly or un- 
fairly misrepresented him is false.

REED FOR PRESIDENT, 


IS WHAT THE RESULT OF THE MAINE 
ELECTION MEANS. 


AND A VERY BLACK EYE FOR BLAINE 


The Democrats Did Not Contribute Any 
Money for the Campaign, While the 
Republicans Had Barrels ot It. 


WaAsurneton, September 8.—[Special.}— 
The news from Maine tonight that Speaker 
Reed has been re-elected to congress created 
no surprise. It was expected. His large ma- 
jority is due to the fact that while the repub- 
lican organization in his district was aided 
financially from the oatside, not a dollar of 
democratic money was sent into the district, 
and very little was spent there. A democratic 
member of congress, who is very bitter against 
Reed, said tonight that he had gone around 
among the democratic members of the house a 
few weeks ago and asked each to subscribe $50 
toafund to be spent to defeat Reed's re- 
election. Notasingle man would subscribe, 
and the democratic congressional committee 
would not put upa dollar. However, that was 
because the committee has nothing. Chair- 
man Fiower had to put up the money to rent 
quarters, buy furniture and pay clerk hire. It 
seems that no money whatever can be raised. 
Neither the democratic congressmen nor out- 
side democrats seemed disposed to subscribe 
to the fund,and the chances are that each dem- 
ocratic candidate for congress this fall will 
have to hustie entirely for himself. They will 
get no aid from the committee. The refusal 
from the democratic members to subscribe 
funds to defeat Reed would seem that they 
care more for boodle than for party. As it is, 
Reed has an even larger majority than of two 
years ago and there is no chance of his being 
unseated, even though the next house should 
be largely democratic. His majority is too 
large. 

WHAT HIS RE-ELECTION MEANS. 

The re-eiection of Reed by the largest ma- 
jority he has ever received, means a defeat for 
Mr. Blaine, andymeans that, toa certain ex- 
tent, the old Blaine crowd that has controlled 
the politics of Maine for years past, has been 
turned down, It’s no secret that Blaine and 
Reed are enemies, and that Mr. Blaine would 
not have regretted Reed’s defeat. It is 
also well known that neither Blaine nor any of 
his close political friends did a single thing to 
aid Mr. Reed in his contest. Indeed, Mr. 

slaine did not even -mention Reed in his 
recent speech in Maine, neither has he writ- 
ten a letter advocating Reed’s re-election, 
although he took occasion to write to Ohio ad- 
vising the republicans of that state to return 
KeKinley. He complimented Milliken in his 
recent speech, but not a word did he say about 
teed, nor did he mention the work or re- 
forms of the Mainetyrant. Every one knew 
what this neglect to speak*of Reed meant. 
Blaine was opposed to the methods of his 
political rival and therefore opposed to his 
re-election. 

Tonight Reed’s friends here are enthusiastic. 
They say he has buried Blaine politically and 
the next candidate Maine puts forward for the 
presidential nomination will be Thomas 
Brackett Reed, indeed Reed’s success today 
means he is a candidate for the republican 
presidential nomination for 1892. 

CLARKSON AS EDITOR.

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POLITICS IN INDIANA. 


THE COMING REPUBLICAN STATE 
CONVENTION. 


- 
To Strengthen the Republican Party Which 
Has Been Weakened —The Democratic 
State Ticket a Strong One. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., September 8.—-[Special.] 
—Both political parties and the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance of Indiana are just now waiting to see 
what will be done by the republican state con- 
vention, which convenes in this city Septem- 
ber 10:h, to regain its position which has been 
so greatly weakened] by the administration’s 
treatment of the old soldiers and its 
failure to furnish a treasury’ teat 
to every man who worked for Harrisonin ‘‘the 
late unpleasantness.” I do not believe the 
machinations of the republican congress has 
affected the vote in Indiana toany great ex- 
tent. For perhaps there is not such a great 
proportion of the voters in any state in the 
union that believes that the means to accom- 
plish political supremacy are justified by the 
ends sought, solong asa revolt may be tided 
over successfully. 

No doubt the republican leaders in this state 
are now straining their endeavors to make the 
result of the convention as laudatory of the 
party and the administration as possible. It 

as many great breaches to bridge not only in 
personal fights, but in organized endeavor by 
different factions to show their strength in the 
state. The farmers must he taken care of. 
That fact is evident to all sides in the contest. 
The administration stil] controls the republican 
machine in the state, despite the reports that 
the president’s choice for chairman of the state 
central committee, ‘‘Boss’’ Michener, would 
shortly enter upon various duties in Washing- 
ton and direct Tiaselabin’s cause in Indiana as 
a dead letter. Itis not dead, except in the 
eyes of those who blind themselves, and Mr. 
Michener is today exerting all his energies 
toward a. vigorous Harrison campaign in 
the state to secure a solid delegation 
for the president in the next national repub- 
lican convention. The only theory advanced 
against this is that the Gresham followers 
have secured control of the republican ma- 
chine, in which there is not any truth. The 
Gresham men controlled the republican con- 
vention of Marion county about two months 
ago, and a few  ~people claim that 
they are organizing, ‘preparatory to presenting 
Gresham’s name to the national convention, 
but many of Gresham’s former most earnest 
supporters declare that he has no intention of 
being a candidate. If their statements be 
true, then Governor Hovey is undoubtedly 
booming himself for vice president under a 
Gresham-boom bushel. In Stes it is plausible 
to believe rises and sets the hope of Indiana’s 
anti-Harrison republicans for a representation 
on the national ticket. Hovey was one of 
the most earnest Gresham supporters in the 
state. That his present mecca is the: vice 
pre of the United States is very evi- 
dent. He is conceded by everybody tobea 
candidate for something. His work so far has 
been entirely national in its character—that of 
championing the cause of the old soldiers for 
service pensions. He figures that Harrison 
will beJaid on the shelf early in tha battle and 
thea <, joining acombine with Alger, oi 
Michigan, will throw the Indiana delegation 
in that direction. While he and Alger are 
thus united in the soldiers’ cause to capture 
either the nomination for the presidency or the 
eee: one’s success means the others 
death. Mr. Hovey believes that if Michigan 
isnot given the big plum that state will 
rise up inarms against all western states and 
throw the first nomination east. Only a day 
or two azo, Hovey’s private secretary asserted 
to your correspondent that James G. Blaine 
would be the next republican nominee for 
president. If that be the case, the western 
states, as well as the old soldiers, would de- 
mand the vice presidency. Hovey, of In- 
diana, is the only man in sight that would fill 
the requirements. 

The above 1s the condition of Indiana poli- 
tics as viewed nationally. Now the state can 


plexion more advantageously. At present it 
is demanded that the republicans place a 
ticket of almost unprecedented strength in the 
field for state officers.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sept. 8.—A desper- 
ate attempt was made tonight to wreck the 
fast St. Louis and Chicago express, which 
leaves New York on the Central railroad at 8 
p-m. The train was stopped for a danger sig- 
nal south of Old Troy, which is 500 vents 
fouth of New Hamburgh  drawbridge. 
Two minutes previous a flagman discovered 
several ties standing end ways in a 
culvert near Old Troy and when he took 
hold of one of them to remoye it he was fired 
upon from the bushes on the east side of the 
track.

THOMAS BENNETT KILLED WITH RIS 
OWN PISTOL, 


WHICH HE LOANED HIS ANTAGONIST. 


A Birmingham City Official and a Locomo- 
tive Engineer Meet in a Saloon and 
Settle a Quarrel—The Cause. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 8.—[Special.} 
A sensational duel to the death was fought in 
a saloon on First avenue this afternoon. The 
principals were Thomas H. Bennett, warden 
of the city prison and a local politician of 
note, and Will Hardeman, a locomotive en- 
gineer. Bennett was shot four times and 
killed and Hardeman received a bad wound in 
the arm. The men had a difliculty some time 
ago about a woman, and meeting in the saloom 
this afternvon, it was renewed. 

Eye witnesses say Bennett toldfHardeman'te 
come and fight if out then and there, atthe 
same time drawing a pistol. Hardeman ane 
swered that he was not armed. 

Bennett drew another pistol and handed it 
to Hardeman. Then the shooting commenced, 
and eight or ten shots were fired. Bennett 
sank to the floor with four bullets in his body 
and died in afew minutes. Hardéman was 
arrested. Bennett came here eight years ago, 
from Cincinnati. Hehas been a prominent 
leader in all labor and political movements, 
and was president of a democratic club, which 
bore his name.

And Thus Pay for an English Educa- 
tion. 

RALEIGH, N. C., September 7.—[{Special.]—~ 
A school for Chinese, to which the name of 
Oriental Academy is given, wasopened yester- 
day at Kelly's,in Bladin county. Seven pupils 
are present, and more will arrive next week. 
Seven of the pupils came direct from Canton, 
China. The school, which has good buildings, 
is on a large farm, and the system will be the 
industrial one. The school is designed for 
Chinamen desirous of obtaining an English 
education, but who are prevented by race 
prejudice or lack of funds, from entering an 
American school. There is no charge for ine 
struction, board or books, as the students will 
work inthe shops and meet the expenses. 
Printing will be taught and a paper, The 
Chinese Advocate, will be printed.

TO ALABAMA’S MILITARY. 


A Regular Army Officer Makes Some In- 
teresting Suggestions. 

Montrcomery, Ala., September 8.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Colonel Charles P. Jones, adjutant 
general of the state, received this morning the 
advance sheets of the report of First Lieuten- 
ant S. W. Taylor, adjutant of the Fourth Ar- 
tillery U.S. A., who was appointed by the 
war department to inspect the encampment of 
the rekiment of Alabama state troops held in 
July, at Houston’s grove, near Selina. 

The oe calls attention to the fact that 
neither lieutenant colonel, the major, nor the 
sugeon were present during the entire en- 
campment. In concluding his report Lieu- 
tenant Taylor makes some suggestions which 
at military headquarters here are regarded not 
only of local interest, but of interest tothe 
military of every other state. - First, that the 
state furnish uniforms for its soldiers and not 
require them to make an outlay which man 
ean ill afford; that all the companies be unl- 
formed alike and that only one kind of uni- 
form undress, be furnished. 

2. That competitive drills be done 
away with as tending to. destroy regimental 
pride, engendering bitter feelings of envy 
which might, undersome circumstances, easily 
lead to unsoldierly and mutinous conduct. 

3. That officers and men be paid a cer- 
tain amount per diem ar service whilein 
camp. 

In closing his report Lieutenant Taylor says, 
‘The different staff departments of the regi- 
ment exist onlyin name. They are not run 
on any basis.”

AGAINST DENNING. 


A MEETING OF REPUBLICANS IN AU- 
GUSTA. 


A Resolution Passed Asking the Postmaster 
General to Withdraw Denning’s Nom- 
ination as Postmaster. 


Avavusta, Ga., September 8.—[Special.]— 
The republicans hada mass meeting at the 
courthouse tonight. There wereabout a hun- 
dred present, of which about half a dozen 
were white. The object of the meeting was 
to get the divided factions of the republican 
party in this city together. The speakers 
were Captain Eph Tweedy, who was piomi- 
nent after the war in the days of reconstruc- 
tion, and is one of the few white republicans 
in Augusta, and R. R. Wright, principal of 
the colored high school and one of the most 
intelligent negroes in Georgia.

the only reason he didn’t get it was because — 


he didn’t have ‘‘Lord Buck” on his side. 
When he found the fight was between Den- 
ning and Postmaster Boyce, he preferred the 
latter, even though he wasademocrat. He 
wa3 opposed to Denning because he was in no 
way qualified for the place. The following 
resolutions, which were unanimously passed by 
the meeting, give Denning @ rather black 
eye. 

Resoived, 1. That we cordially and cheerfully 
endorse the administration of President Harrison, 
and are proud of the republican congress and the 
courage and hervie action taken by the repub- 
cans of that body. 

2. We ask the government to appoint no man to 
oftice whose character is not above reproach, and 
request the postmaster general to withdraw the 
name of the aspirant for postmaster here. 

Inthe event of Denning’s withdrawal, in 
conformance to the resolution, there was noth- 
ing said as to who would be named as the 
party’s candidate. 


NORWOOD ENDORSED 


By a Meeting of Citizens of Screven 


County. 

Oxrtver, Ga., September 8.—[Special.]—At 
a mass meeting held here, Mr. Norwood was 
endorsed for the senate and Mr. Bradwell for 
state school commissioner.

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THE MONEY SITUATION: 


yoWITIS VIEWED BY SOME LEAD- 
ING BANKERS. | 


Captain English’s Views Discussed—A Di- 
versity of Opinion as,to the Real 
Cause of the Stringency. 


Tue CONSTITUTION’s interview with Cap- 
tain J. W. English, president of the American 
Trust and Banking Company, was widely dis- 
cussed yesterday. 

His explanation of the stringency in the 
money market, and his theories as to the 
cause, formed the themes for a great deal of 
talk in business circles. 

Several of the other bankers in talking over 
the matter expressed views which did not 
altogether agree with those of Captain En- 
giish, so Tuk ConsTITUTION set out to find 
out what some of the other leading bankers 
had to say upon a subject which must interest 
everybody. 

The results of these interviews are here 
given. 
mr. L. J. Will, of the Gate City National. 

“You ask the cause of the present money 
stringency,” said Mr. L. J, Hill, president of 
the Gate City National. ‘Situated as we aro, 
far removed from financial headquarters, it is 
dificult for us to get at the real cause; we can 
only indulge in conjecture. I am_ inclined, 
howe ver, to entertain a different opinion from 
the cne expressed in your interview of this 
morning. Were excessive imports the cause, 
it would appear to me that the fact would be 
reflected in the increased receipts of the gov- 
ernment, while, in reality, the government re- 
ceipts were, in round figures, during .the 
month of August, only £400,000 in excess of 
its receipts during the corresponding month of 
Jast year. 

“Jt is true, I believe, that excess of ex- 
ports over imports of all kind for the 
vear ending July 31, 1890, were some- 
thing near $30,000,000 more than in the 
previous year; but while this is true, the exe 
cess of coin and bullion exports for the year 
ending July 31, 1890, were only about $24,- 
000,000, while for the previous year this excess 
was about 830,000,000. This would certainly 
indicate a smaller drain on our currency re- 
sources this year than last year. 

“We must, therefore, look for the cause in 
some other quarter, When we consider that 
the c'earing-house banks of the entire country 
show an increase in business for the month of 
Augast, 1890, of $426,000,000, or of 9.9 per cent 
over August, 1889, and that the increase by 
the same showing of Angust, 1889, over 
August, 1888, was $400,000,000, or 11 per cent, we 
can fori some idea of the unparalleled rapid- 
ity of the increase of general business and 
can appreciate the necessity of a rapidly ex- 
panding currency nedium to meet its require- 
ments. In addition, to this, the widely ex- 
tended character of our country makes the 
transportation of ‘currency and remittance of 
bills of exchange a slow process, thus tying 
up immense sufins during the period of transit. 
Itis a fact that while'the government has 
purchased bonds amounting to some $30,000,- 
000 since the first of August, only $5,750,000 
of this fund has found its way into the chan- 
nels of trade, which therefore has experi- 
enced only small relief. It seems, too, that 
the expenditures of the government for the 
past month have been very limited. 

“T would think, therefore, the true course 
‘would be: First, the unprecedented develop- 
ment of the country, particularly of the South 
and west and the consequent great increase of 
genera! business; second, the wide extent of 
our populated territory and consequent délay 
in making transfers and exchanges; third, the 
limited disbursements by the government. 


President Porter’s, of the Merchants’. 

Mr. J. H. Porter, president of the Mer- 
chants’ bank, and also the Southern Banking 
and Trust Company, is inclined to think more 
lightly than most of the bankers on the so- 
called hard times of the money situation. 

“At this season of the year,’’ said 
he, ‘‘just before the marketing of 
the cotton crop, the financial business always 
tightens down, and there is no reason that I 
can see foralarm. There is no difficulty here 

‘in getting at money, hardly as much as is 
‘usually the case at this season of the 
year, speaking for our own bank. 

“We have never had deposits to hold out as 
Zood as now, considering the time of year, and 
have never since we have been a bank, expe- 
rienced such an easy summer. The New York 
banks grant us all the discounts we want, 
Which argues that we realize no exceedingly 
hard straits—”’ 

“Up to the first of September we didn’t 
have to discount a dollar, and have never seen 
a@ summer before that we didn’t have to 
ask assistance from New York. It is true, 
indeed, that we now are compelled to curb 
our patrons to their own needs, but, this is 
nothing more than we haye done every year 
Defore this at this period. 

“There is no necessity for any uneasiness 
here. The farmers have good crops, and owe 
but little, and ifthe alliance doesn’t succeed 
in getting them to hold their cotton, why, the 
“noney situation will get easier right away.”’ 


President W. A. Hemphill of the A. T. and 
B. Co. 

Mr. W. A. Hemphill, president of the At- 
lanta Trust and Banking Compéy said: 

“Yes, the money market isa liittle close just 
at present, butin my judgment, as well as in 
the judgment of able financiers who are 
familiar with the situation, 1t is only tempo- 
Tary. In sixty days money will be easier than 
it has ever been in years atthis season. There 
isnot the slighest cause for any uneasiness, 
and talk about a panic I take without founda- 
‘ion in fact. 

“I don’t think the attitude of congress on 
the tariff question is responsible for the 
present. closeness of money matters, for 
Teally there is little more than the stringency 
always apparent at this time of the year. Then 
the $45,000,000 set in circulation by thé gov- 
ernment, and the $4,500,000 monthly coinage 
of silver cannot fail to relieve any undue 
closeness that we may be undergoing. To sum 

the situation up, so far as it affects us here, at 
least, we are getting along finely—as prosper- 
ously a3 our fondest hopes could desire—and as 

Tas iny judgment goes, there is no cause for 
“wneasiness.”’ 

Cashier Haas, of the Capital City. 

Mr. Jacob Haas, cashier of the Capital City 
bank, who has just returned from New York, 
Said: 

‘I found the situation in New York not very 
encouraging, to say the least of it. The money 
market is indeed close, but banking men and 
business men generally unite in saying that 
Secretary Windom is bound to relieve the 
depression of money matters by the purchase 
of the United States bonds and silver under 
the recent act of congress. 

“So far as Atlanta and the south generally 
are concerned, money will be easier here than 

New York within less than six months time.

The call was made by a few citizens who were 

not satisfied with the result of the primary 

election, but none cokld befound today who 

would acknowledge having had anything to 
do with the call. : 

Just after court adjourned the crowd 
began to congregate, but they found that 
the meeting was without a_ leader. 
None of the so-called ‘Many Democrats’’ 
rose to state the on ge of the meeting, until 
finally C. H. Brand, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee, called the meeting to order 
and extended an invitation to any of the many 
democrats who might wish to preside over the 
meeting.

Whereas, Ata mass meeting of the democratic 
party of this county held on the first Tuesday in 
August last toelect anew executive committee 
and delegates to the senatorial convention, a res- 
olution was passed by a rising vote without a dis- 
senting voice, endorsing said primary election 
and pledging its a: to the nominees thereof, 
including Thomas E. Winn for congress, and 
Nathan bennett and Henry 8S.

A GOOD REPORT 


On the Condition of Crops in South Caro- 
lina. 


CotumsiA, 8. C., September 8.—[Special.]— 
The follawing report issued today-by the state 
department of fagriculture is based upon re- 
plies received from 283 correspondents in every 
part of the state, of an average date of Sep- 
tember Ist. The weather for the past month 
is reported as ‘‘favorable’’ by 111 correspon- 
dents, and as ‘unfavorable’ by 134 corre- 
spondents. The condition of the cotton crop 
has fallen off considerably since the last re- 
port. The crop has never fully recovered 
from the June Dearth: and the recent excess- 
ive rains in some sections have caused the 
plant to shed heavily. Rust, too, is generally 
complained of. No damage is reported from cat- 
erpillars. The crop is at least ten days earlier 
than usual, and is eter rapidly picked and 
marketed. . Notwithstanding the temporary 
unfavorable conditions, the increased acreage, 
heavier fertilization, the earliness of the crop 
warrants the expectation that the yield for the 
state will not fall short of 600,000 bales. Aver- 
age for state, 91 against 90 same time last 
year, 

Corn, while by no means so promising as 
last year, when the largest crop ever grown in 
the state was harvested, is reported in gener- 
ally good condition.

Carolina 92,A verage for the state 95,against 04 
at the same time last year.

higher that the western farmer is generally 
better satisfied than he was in 1889. On the 
other hand, there is a cautious feeling about 
stocks; many persons think that railroad earn- 
ings have gone about as high as they are 
likely to go forthe present; operating expenses 
have increased, and upon the whole there is 
not much disposition to look for any boom in 
the market. 

The open market rates for call loans during 
the week on stock and bond collaterals have 
ranged from 3 to 12 per cent, with 6 per cent 
as a fair average. Prime commercial paper is 
quoted at 6@6% per cent. 

All this gives us assurance of a pros- 
perous fall and winter, especially in the 
south, where our products will bring the 
people over $600,000,000. 

Captain English, in the interview  al- 
ready referred to, while speaking confi- 
dently of the bright outlook for the south, 
mentioned three evils that we must get 
rid of before we can enjoy a full measuré 
of prosperity. These evils are: 

1. Too small a per capita circulation. 

2. The 10 per cent tax on the issues 
of state banks. 

3. The fact that land has no value as 
@ security. 

The farmers of the country fully un- 
derstand the depressing nature of these 
drawbacks, and they have taken a step 
in the right direction in arraying them- 
selves solidly against the national bank- 
ing system. THE CONSTITUTION began a 
relentless warfare years ago against the 
present banking system, and proposes to 
fight it out on that line. Even in Eng- 
land money is not fettered and monop- 
olized as it is here. Local banks in that 
country are allowed to issue currency, 
just as our state banks did before the 
war. 

The tax of 10 per cent on our state 
bank issues was intended to be prohibi- 
tory, and was fixed in the interests of 
the powerful money trust which now 
controls the republic, and keeps the 
farmers down. The only way to secure a 
substantial reform is to restore our old 
banking system. With state banks of 
issue in full operation every locality 
would have a good currency, amply suffi- 
cient for its needs, and land would again 
become a good security, just as it was 
thirty and forty years ago. 

The farmers and the masses of the 
people generally must go to work on this 
line, and impress this policy upon their 
representatives in congress until they carry 
their point. The national banking system 
must go. So long as it holds the country 
-in its grip the people will be at the 
mercy of capitalists _and monopolists, 
The Blue and the Gray at Knoxville. 

Knoxville is a progressive, clever city, and 
she can get anything she calls for.

If it be true, as charged by a Maine cor- 
respondent of The New York World, that 
the national democratic committee has taken 
no interest in the contest in Reed’s district, 
the fact does not speak well for either the 
intelligence or the political honesty of the 
members of that body. 

The situation in Reed's district has been 

such that it could not be ignored by any in- 
teligent democrat, much less by those who 
have been appointed to look after the inter- 
It is afact well known 
to every democrat who reads the newspapers 
that the republicans in Reed’s district, up to 
within a very few days, have been in a badly 
demoralized condition. It was given out, 
not more thana fortnight ago, that the 
speaker would rear back and stand on his 
dignity—that he would refuse to make a 
personal canvass, such as common aspirants 
found necessary. His friends said that he 
would remain in Washington .attending to 
his official duties, and leave the result to his 
republican followers in Maine. 
* It was soon discovered, however, that this 
big talk would not begin to do. The fact 
was developed that there was a good deal of 
opposition to Reed among the republicans of 
his district. The cloak of dignity was laid 
aside, and the speaker, accompanied by 
Henry Cabot Lodge, set forth on a tour the 
other day, intending to convince the republi- 
cans that they ought to vote for him. 

The chief features of this tour have 
already been given in the newspapers. Reed 
found that the situation was desperate—that 
he was not engaged ina fight for re-election 
simply, but in a struggle for political exist- 
ence. Even with McKinley and Lodge to 
aid him, Reed was in doubt. As McKinley 
put it in a speech, he found ‘‘the future of 
the republican party and of the race itself 
trembling in the balance.’’ He thereupon 
telegraphed to Washington for Dudley, and 
that active disburser of boodle promptly re- 
sponded. Where votes areto be bought, 
Dudley is in his element, 

Last Friday McKinley, in a public speech, 
let a big cat out of the bag. ‘‘I have been 
speaking in many towns in this district,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and I have: been disgusted.’’ The 
situation at that time is aptly summed up by 
the correspondent of The New York World: 
‘‘Mr. Reed can be defeated, but he probably 
won't be. Were one-tenth the effort which 
is being exerted in his behalf expended to 
compass his defeat, he would not be re- 
elected.”’ 

Democratic inactivity in so important an 
election does not promise well for the future. 
The amateurs and wind-bags will have to 
get out of the way. 


No Cause For Alarm. 

We notice in a number of our weekly ex- 
changes complaints that the farmers in dif- 
ferent sections are using jute bagging, and 
various protests have been entered against 
this ‘‘letting down of alliance principles,’’ 
as it is called. Butit is evident that the 
farmers are not to blame for it, in that it is 
practically impossible to obtain sufficient 
cotton bagging for present needs. 

The fact that many farmers are using the 
jute article does indicate that they have 
withdrawn their forces from the attack, and 
have knuckled down to the trusts; - it is, for 
the present, simply a matter of convenience 
with them; and it may be said that they are 
géiting jute bagging on their own terms—for 
(4 and &} cents, a fact which goes to show 
that the great monopoly has ‘‘knuckled 
down’’ to the farmers. 

The farmers’ fight against the trusts will 
not be abandoned, and their present patron- 
age is only temporary. The cotton bagging 
output of the New Orleans and Georgia 
mills is comparatively small, and the cotton 
crop will be large. At great pecuniary loss 
the farmers have fought the jute monopoly 
in the past, and will continue to fight it in 


weapons of defense; various fibers are being 
tested for future use in the covering of cot- 
ton, and it is only a question of time when 
the farmers will have the matter entirely in 
their own hands. They will find their 
strongest weapons of defense upon their 
own ground. They have done wonders in 
the past, and will do wonders in the future. 

Therefore, the fact that jute is being used 
in some sections of the state should give no 
alarm. The farmers have whipped the fight 
against the trusts, and they have been 
brought to the farmers’ terms. 


' A New Industry. 

In a recent number of The Southern Cul- 
tivator, Mr. A. W. Smith, of Americus, 
gives the farmers of Georgia some interest- 
ing hints as to one of the sources of money- 
making which he has found profitable as 
well as interesting. 

Mr. Smith doubts if there is a county in 
Georgia but has some specially desirable 
plant, fruit or flower which could be sold to 
northern seedmen as wonderful novelties, 
and he declares that most of the novelties 
originating in the south have real merit. 
Mr. Smith’s experience is decidedly inter- 
esting. 

In 1885-86, he saw Peter Henderson’s ad- 
vertisement of the moonflower. He at once 
decided, from the cit, that the moonflower 
was the evening glory, and he wrote to the 
Henderson Company asking if they would 
buy the seed and.at what price. There was 
some doubt on the part of the company as 
to the identity of the plants, and they sent 
Mr. Smith one hundred plants from which 
to grow seed. He saw at once that the 
plants were different. Though the moon- 
flower bloomed profusely it matured no 
seeds, being an imperfect bloomer. When 
the evening glory bloomed it fertilized the 
blooms of the moonflower plants, which 
formed seeds. From these were obtained 
Smith’s hybrid moonflower, which is supe- 
rior to the original in every way. In the 
fall of 1886, Mr. Smith delivered to the 
Hendersons five pounds each of white seed 
and hybrid, amounting to $32.50. 

While corresponding with this company, 
he wrote about his yellow-fleshed water- 
melon, describing it to them. In th 


spring of 1887 the company paid him $400. : 
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added the growth of other new seeds as 
they appeared, and during 1887 sold to the 
amount of $287, not including the sale of 
the watermelon seed. 

In 1888, he sold seeds to the amount of 
$804.25, while in 1889 his sales were 
$3,639.86, of which amount $2,297.86 were . 
for seed grown on his home piace in Ameri- 
cus, including $750 for the seed of his ruby- 
gold watermelon. 

In Americus, Mr. Smith has six acres 
which are devoted to seed-raising purposes, | 
and he has denronstrated the fact that a man, 
by merely looking around him and magnify- 
ing a little the products of his garden, may 
make considerable profit—in a comnparative- 
ly new direction. . The only wonder is that 
the great seedmen of the north, who make 
millions out of the business, have not estab- 
lished seed farms at the south where moat 
vegetable products develop to perfection. 
Our farmers, however, have an opportunity 
to take profitable advantage of this failure. 


Can Such Things Be? 

The New Orleans Picayune has fallen a 
victim to the fad of hypnotism. 

Our contemporary goes to extremes, and 
takes the position that a persona can exert 
his will power so as to influence the minds 
and bodies of others around him, and even 
at a considerable distance. It is asserted 
that this mysterious power can be exercised 
with immediate results by an operator a 
thousand miles away from the individual 
selected for a subject. 

Such unmitigated bosh has no business in 
the editorial columns of a reputable news- 
paper. Such a state of affairs would relieve 
many people of all responsibility for their 
actions. But there is nothing in it. The 
human will cannot: possibly be projected 
through space, and made to control a person 
who is miles away. If the Picayune editor 
is disposed to stick to his theory, let him 
give some well-authenticated cases to prove 
it. Or, better still, let him organize a com- 
mittee of able-bodied, strong-minded experts, 
and put the matter to a test. 

Nothing would be more fatal to freedom 
of thought and action than to have the be- 
lief gain ground that a man may be forced 
to commit criminal and foolish acts by some 
unknown individual who quietly sits down 
in a distant city and brings all the power of 
his mind to. bear upon the victim. 

Such stuff will do for Rider Haggard’s 
stories, but it won’t do in real life, and a 
newspaper printed for practical men and 
women should not give currency to anything 


so wild and unreasonable. 
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An Author’s Grievance, 

Marion Harland, until recently has been 
the editor of a family magazine published 
in New York. Under her management a 
large circulation was built up for the maga- 
zine, as her name is a household word 
throughout the land. 

For reasons best known to herself she de- 
cided to withdraw from the magazine, and 
resigned the editorship. She naturally 
wished to say a word of farewell to her 
readers, and prepared a valedictory. 

But the publishers, appreciating the value’ 
of a great name, refused her this privilege, 
fearing that the public announcement of her 
retirement would affect the circulation of 
the magazine; the idea being to deceive the 
public and the readers of the magazine by 
leading them to believe that their favorite 
author was still on deck. 

But Marion Harland objects to this illicit 
trading on her name and reputation, and so 
she has publicly announced her withdrawal 
from the magazine in the newspapers. 

This will place the publishers in an unen- 
viable light before the public; but if they 
suffer any loss by it, it will be no more than 
they deserve. An author toils for years to 
gain a reputation; this, ii may be said, is an 
author's stock in trade, and no publisher 
has a right to use it outside of a mutual 
agreement. 

In the belief that Marion Harland is still 
editing this magazine, her readers are send- 
ing manuscripts and communications to her 
address, arid this is a great annoyance to 
her. She has a grievance against the pub- 
lishers which is no small matter, and she 
would be right in holding them responsible 
for it. 
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How Workers Are Paid, 

As a rule the men who do the heavy work 
of the age—work requiring skill, strength 
and exposure to the elements, are paid very 
low wages. ) 

The well-paid workers are in light trades 
like gas-fitting, plumbing, etc. The same 
rule holds good in literature and journalism. 
Herbert Spencer has written books that will 
be of great value for generations to come, 
and yet they have not paid the expense of 
publication, while there are scores of writers 
of light trash in England whose incomes are 
over $10,000 a year. It is the same in this 
country. Ths ablest writers in New York 
on subjects requiring profound thought and 
vast information can hardly make a living, 
while Bill Nye can easily make $11,000 a 
year writing funny stuff for the newspapers. 

Within the past few years the appetite of 
the reading public for stories has greatly in- 
creased, and no newspaper can succeed that 
does not print an abundant supply of such 
matter. Last year a retired army officer 
syndicated his stories with several news- 
papers, and made $10,000. Mrs. Burnett, 
Mr. Stevenson and others are making more 
money in the same way than they will ever 
make out of their books. Other writers 
whose names are never heard of in the liter- 
ary world make from $5,000 to $15,000 a 
year turning out blood and thunder stories 
and sketches. 

The rage for sensationalism and light 
trifles has spread to the pulpit. An able 
minister who has studied hard all his life is 
doing very well if he can command $1,200 a 
year, while the mountebanks of the pulpit, 
the sensationalists, make their $20,000 a 
year and draw the crowd. 

People are run mad after something novel, 
startling, entertaining and dazzling. They 
take no interest in solid work, material or 
intellectual, that will endure for centuries. 
They live for today, and only ask to have 
their wants supplied for the day. They are 
so busy, and have so many cares, that they 
cannot think of tomorrow. So they starve 
the conscientious workers and thinkers, and 
shower money upon the fellows who excite 
their wonder or their mirth. 

All this is enough to excite the amaze- 
ment of the young man who surveys. the 


great world before beginning his careers He. 
sees the very types of men he has been. 
ht to honor drudging along in poverty,” 
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: suit be forgotten in a day, and win fame and 


Perhaps this is the age of trifles. It cer- 
tainly is a frothy, flashy age, but the men 
who live in it will have to make the best of 
it, And they are doing it. Not one man 
in a hundred does the patient, substantial, 
skillful work that was demanded forty years 
ago, People have found out that there is 
more money in a glittering sham than there 
is in something solid, and they are furnishing 
the sham work without a protest. So runs 
the world away.

Grading to Be Begun at Once on the Atlanta, 
West End and Fort McPherson, 


The Atlanta, West End and Fort McPher 
sonfelectric dummy lineis an assured fact. 

Grading on the route will be begun ina 
week or ten days, anda contract for the track 
laying and equipment will probably be signed 
within the coming week. 

The capital stock of the company is $75,- 
000, and every dollar of that amount has been 
taken. 

Negotiations with electrical construction 
companies regarding the building of the line 
are now pending, and the closing of the con- 
tract is almost fn sight. 

It is possible that a storage battery system 
will be adopted if it is considered practicable. 
At any rate the gentlemen interested in the 
enterprise say the line will bé one of the finest 
in the country. It will be first-class in every 
particular, equipped with the finest rolling 
stock procurable, and every§ convenience pro- 
vided forthe comfort of patrons. 

A particular feature of the new electric line 
will be the rails upon which the car will run. 

By the patent recently granted an Atlanta 
man, the long-striven-for endless rail has been 
made practicabie. Samples of this rail are in 
the hands of the new company, and it has 
been decided to.use it on the Atlanta, West 
End and McPherson line. 

There is absolutely no jar or rattling noise 
perceptible on this rail, it being practically 
endless. 

The line will start at Broad and Alabama 
streets. From there it goes to Forsyth and on 
that street to Fair; at Fair the route turns 
across Whitehall to Cooper and out Cooper to 
Glenn, and from Glenn through Mr. Andy 
Stewart's place to the railroad depot Jat Mc- 
Pherson barracks. Some confusion has been 
occasioned by the statement that the route 
would be out Windsor. 
street instead of Cooper. This is a mistake. 
It lias been determined finaily that the new 
line is to be laid on Cooper street to Glenn as 
above stated.

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THE SOQUE RIVER SURVEY HAS 
BEEN MADE, 


And Mr. Hall Says the Water Is Pure and 
Abundant, and Can Be Brought to At- 
lanta—Other City Hall News. 


Mr. B. M. Hall, the civil enginneer, who 
went to the head waters of the Soque river to 
investigate the practicability of bringing that 
pure mountain stream into Atlanta, has re- 
turned. 

He is enthusiastic over the prospect. 

“Tam now at work,” he remarked yester- 
day, ‘‘on my report to the mayor and general 
council. The paper will be ready by Monday 
next when the body meets. It will bea 
thorough and complete description of my work 
and the resuits,”’ 

“And what are the results?” he was asked. 

“The most important result, I may say, is 
that the Soque river water is good and pure; 
that there is plenty of it; that it can be easily 
brought to Atlanta, and that the starting 
point is high enough above the carshed. 

““Where did you begin work ?”’ 

“Six miles from Clarksville, and at that 
point the water is 324 feet above the carshed. 
It is there, too, as I have said, in the greatest 
abundance and in great purity.” 

“Your work was thorough and—”’ 

‘Just as thorough and complete as it could 
have been. I went direct to Cornelia and 
then to Clarksville. From there I ran a line 
of levels up the Soque river until I founda 
point from which we can get al! the water we 
want, A thorough investigation was made of 
the stredm for miles above and below the 
point. 

“Then I began to investigate the problem of 
bringing the water td Atlanta. I found an 
easy flow to Belton. Then taking the Ri¢h- 
mond and Danville line as a basis of my calcu- 
lations I inducted the water into Atlanta, the 
general route being down the Chattahoochee 
ridgo. Of course,a definite route cannot be 
designated until the final survey is made. 

‘The work done so far has established only 
the elevation and shows conclusively that the 
Soque river water can be brought into Atlanta, 
the Richmond and Danville road and Mt. Airy, 
being a base upon which the calculations are 
made,”’ 

‘*Would the line be near the railroad?” 

“Only the final survey would locate the line. 
In making that survey the passing through 
hills and ridges or around them orover hollows 
would have to be determined. In my report 
to the mayor all this will bo fully treated and 
a profile map will be submitted.” 

‘“*What of the Amicolola survey ?’’ 

“My brotheris now working on that. In 
my work I had the Richmond and Danville 
line to go upon, while his survey is one abso- 
lutely new with no basis. He began his work 
right here in the city and is now slowly hunt, 
ing the waters of the Amicolola.’’ 

Mr. Hall’s work on the Soque river line was 
close and tedious, but that of his brother is 
more so. From Clarksville to Atlanta it was 
a long, weary tramp, slowly made. In his re- 
port to the general council he will give some- 
thing like an estimated cost of the line. 

At present the figures cannot be ascertained.

The Central’s Tax Returns. 


The Central railroad officials are surprised 
at the tone of the interview with Comptroller 
Wright, publishedin Tur Constitution of 
the 6d instant, accuging them of “‘supercilious 
indifference’ to his demands for county tax 
returns, and threatened to levy an extrava- 
gant tax upon them as a punishment. They 
state that the returns called for required the 
showing of the exact number of miles of main 
line and sido track in each of the 
about fifty counties, and covered some 1,200 
miles,owned by eight or nine corporations. The 
work was fully double that demanded of any 
other corporation in the state, and came ata 
time when the clerical force was already 
crowded by the close of the fiscal year and all 
the statistics and reports demanded by stock- 
holders, the interstate commerce commis 
sion, and the railroad commissioners of three 
states. As soon as the blanks were received, 
Comptroller Wright was advised that the 
work of locating the county lines and measur- 
ing up the side tracks, etc., in each county, 
would require considerable time, to which he 
made no reply, and not a word was heard from 
him until August 22d, less thantwo weeks 
before his interview, when -he wrote -to hurry 
them up.

SION LAST NIGHT. 


An Interesting Communication from Acting 
Chief Wright, Recommending the Es- 
tablishing of a County Force. 


The board of police commissioners held a 
regular monthly meeting last night. 

Commissioners Brown,, Brotherton, Lester 
and Stephens were in their chairs when 
Chairman English announced ready for busi- 
ness. 

The meeting did not consume as much time 
as other meetings have consumed, but con- 
siderable business of interest was transacted. 

Only oné trial wag conducted, that of Acting 
Station House Keeper Slaughter an@ Special 
Officer Christophine, chatgéd ‘with séarching 
aman nota prisoner. 

Several days ago F. M. Stocks and a Mr. 
Timmons, of Spalding county, had a slight 
difficulty on Peters street. Mr. Stocks noti- 
fied the police that he believed Timmons had 
a pistol on him, and on this complaint Police- 
men Henry and Harris made the arrest. Mr. 
McGrau, who was with Timmons atthe time 
he was arrested, accompanied him to the 
station honse, to see his friend through. 


Timmons was searched, but no pistol was | 


found. The officers thinking that he had 
passed it to McGrau, searched him for it, but 
failed to find it upon him also. 

McGrau then made acase against Officers 
Slaughter and Christophine, who did the 
searchingjon the ground that they acted with- 
out authority. 

The commissioners found that the officers 
had done nothing but their duty, and so -find- 
ing, exonerated them from censure. 

Policing the Exposition. 

Uniess tho city council makes a special ap- 
propriation for that purpose, the coming Pied- 
mont exposition will be devoid of police pro- 
tection. 

“IT have received a communication from the 
Piedmont Exposition Company,” said Captain 
English, ‘‘asking this board to relieve them of 
any expense in policing the exposition. 
year the company fed the men we sent out, 
and besides employed two detectives at their 
own expense, the council appropriating $2,500 
for policing the grounds. 

‘‘Now,”’ continued the captain, ‘‘I was about 
to reply to the communication that wé would 
be unable to even give them police assistance 
this year unless the council made an appropri- 
ation, much less relieving the exposition com- 
pany of the expense of feeding the men on 
duty at the grounds. According to the present 
condition of our funds we will have all we can 
do to take care of the city, What does the 
board think of the situation ?”’ 

“T think we ought to notify the exposition 
company,’’ said Mr. Stephens, ‘‘that we will 
not be able to give them any assistance at all 
as matters now stand.”’ 

Commissioner Brown dispesed of the matter 
by putting it. in,the form of a motion, 
asking the expositioncompany to act in con- 
junction with. the board of police commis- 
sioners to secure the needed appropriation from 
the council. 

“We ought to. have $3,000,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Brown. It should be understood too, 
that the exposition company feed the men as 
they did last year, and also, that. they pay 
for the service of two detectives.” 

Commissioner Brown’s motion was carried.

Selling Beer at Little Switzerland. 

Dr. Charles D’Alvigny appeared before the 
board to make complaint of certain actings 
and doings at Little Switzerland near Grant 
park. 

Dr. D’Alvigny, who has control of the 
privileges at Grant park, stated that visitors 
at that resort had been very much annoyed by 
drunken men turned out of Little Switzerland 
into the park. He said that, while Little Switz- 
erland was§within the city limits, beer was 
openly sold there unlawfully; that it was 
especially obnoxious on election days. 

“IT have been informed also,’’ said Dr. 
D’Alvigny in his statemen® to the board, 
“that the spécial officer on duty at Little 
Switzerland is not doing his duty. Instead of 
arresting drunken parties he turns them out 
into the park. Jam interested in the park 
and would like to have this attended to.”’ 

Dr. D’Alvigny presented Chairman English 
with a certificate from City Engineer Clayton, 
certifying that Little Switzerland was in the 
incorporate limits. 

Acting Chief Wright was instructed to in- 
vestigate the case. 

This morning he will go to Little Switzer- 
land, and a case will be made against the pro- 
prietors unless a city license is produced. The 
officer on duty there will also receive attention, 
and hereafter the regular park police will 
keep an eye on the place. 

County Police. 

Acting Chief Wright read the following 
comimunication to the board. It explains 
itself: 

ATLANTA, Ga., Saptember 8, ’90.—To the Honor- 
able Board of Police Commissioners. Gentlemen: 
I respectfully call your attention to the numerous 
calls on our department from the citizens just 
outside of the city limits to aid them in suppress- 
ing all kinds of crimes from loafing tramps to the 
worst kinds of thieves and burglars. These calls 
come to us every day, most from the follow- 
ing places and neighborhoods; Bellwood, 
Clark university, Brownsville, Pittsburg, Faith’s 
park, Reynoldstown, Peachtree street and 
E. Van Winkle’s shops. Now, if the county com- 
missioners would ask the legislature to incorpo- 


rate the county fer police purposes, and furnish 
such number of men as are necessary, and place 
them under the control of the police commission- 
ora, and give the recorder jurisdiction over the 
county cases as he has over the city cases, it would 
give our neighbors police protection at a very 
small cost. The time has certainly come when it 
is absolutely necessary for the county to do some- 
thingin this direction, for they have several 
thousand people living all around ag outside the 
city limits, who have no police protection. 
Now, if your honorable body can af- 
ford to take charge of the county's 
men, the county could . certainly afford to fiur- 
nish and pay the necessary number of men when 
they take into consideration that the police de- 
partment furnishes 94 per cent of all the criminal 
cases in both county and state courts, they being 
the prosecutors ineach and every case, havin 
been called on so many times from citizms out- 
sidejof ourjjurisdiction, and thinking your honer- 
able body might put some move on foot to protect 
the citizens from whom 60 many calis have come 
I am respectfully, J. M. Wrienr, 
Acting Chief of Polieé, 

‘*This is an important matter,’’ said Chair- 
man English when the communication was 
read. 

Yes,” remarked Commissioner Brown, “it 
was before us once before, and it is time we 
took some action on the subject.”

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AN INTERESTING TALK ON AFFAIRS 
IN EUROPE, 


Women Work onthe Continent Because Men 

Are in the Army—Prohibitive Prices 

of Luxuries, Etc., Ete. 

Mr. W. B. Lowe, who spent some months 
in Europe for his health, returned a few days 
ago, much improved, and fall of interesting 
reminisences of what he saw and heard. 

“The most interesting place I visited,”’ said 
he, “was Rome, on acccunt of its antiquity 
and its magnificence. In the golden age of 
the empire Rome had ‘a population of 
9,000,000, and some ef the vast public works 
mecessary to accommodate such a@ popuiation 
are still in use. 

“The aqueducts are creat monuments “of the 
age in hich they were built. Several of.them 
are still in use, and the city has an abundant 
supply of pure water, which is brought from 
the hills fifty miles away. The aqueducts 
geome in over arches, which are known to 
architects the world over. 

“The magnificence and the greatness of 
structures which have been in existence for 
hundreds of years, and some of them for more 
than a thousan, is very impressive. 

“T was struck with the agriculture of 

Europe. The tillage is the most thorough I 
ever saw, and with the farms in sirips the 
country looks like a garden. I was surprised 
to see the women werking in the fields there 
more than the negro women do here. I saw 
them working in the wheat harvest with their 
skirts tucked up to their knees. They work 
on Sunday just as on every other day. As I 
went by on the train, I could see the women 
carrying great bundles Gh their heads or work- 
ing inthe wheat. All over the continent the 
women work that way. They have to work 
because a great many of the men are in the 
army. 
“T stopped along the way at meal time to 
see how these people lived, and they ate very 
little meat. Their midday meal consists of 
black bread, baked very hard, with some light 
wine and perhaps some salad dressed with 
olive oil. There are thousands of olive groves 
all along the shores of the Mediterranean, and 
the oil is a staple article of food. 

“In France they levy an\internai revenue 
tax on almost everything. You pay tax even 
on a night’s lodging. The landlord is required 
to give a receipt hen he is paid, in order that 
the government may get the revenue derived 
from the stamp which has to be put on every 
receipt. 

“England is a free trade country, and will 
remain so, because of the fact that it is head- 
quarters for buying and selling for all of 
Europe. It is the money center, and English 
money commands a premium almost every- 
where on the continent. : 

‘‘But the most prosperous county I saw was 
Germany. Their furnaces are in full blastand 
their factories are running on full time. Their 
agriculture, also, is the most thorough. 
Everybody works, and there is more thrift 
than I saw elsewhere. Among other things I 
saw a creat deal of tobaccogrowing. The leaf 
was very Jarge and apparently of fine quality. 
The sugar beat is a large and important crop. 

“But in America the condition of the people 
is infinitely better. There is far more of com- 
fortand luxury among the masses here. I 
wouldn’t give Fulton county for the whole of 
it. At Naples I went into animmense factory 
established by the queen. Hundreds of girls 
were at work making lace, and I took the 
trouble to enquire what; they were paid. It 
was 75 centimes, or 74 cents. With such 
wages it is easy to see that they can’t afford to 
each much meat; still they dressed neatly and 
looked very well. 

Even among the upper classes there is a 
lack of comfort in certain things. The rail- 
Way accomodations are strangely insufficient 
in some respects. They have sleeping cars, 
but the prices are so high that most people are 
prevented from enjoying that luxury. I went 
from Paris one night on a run of about two 
hundred miles, and had notified the officer in 
advance that I wanted berths. I took three 
berths for my wife. my daughter and myself 
and we were made very comfortable. I 
thought the arrangements were no better than 
on a Pullman sleeper. They charged me $7 
a berth or $21 for the three for two hundred 
miles, and we were the only persons in the 
car. The price was high enough to be pro- 
hibitive. With such charges as we have in 
this country, their business would be better 
and give comfort to more people, but you 
can’t teach them anything. 

“Coming from Paris to London we took 
what they called the club train. We and one 
or two others were the only passengers, and 
when we got to the channel, and were trans- 
ferred by vessel to Dover,;we found the club 
train there waiting. I saw a conductor 
dressed in uniform, and spoke tohim. He 
was very polite, and said: ‘‘Come on, we are 
waiting for you.’’ We got on board and 
we were the only passengers on that elegant 
train. The fare was something over $19, or 
about 10 cents a mile, which made it almost 
prohibitive. Possibly it was designed for ex- 
ciusiveness, . 

“One of the most beantiful places I saw was 
Monte Carlo. Shutin by mountains capped 
with snow, the cove is so tempered by the 
Wwarin current of the Mediterranean that they 
raise all sorts of vegetables. 

“IT was quite sick while in Italy, and went 
to Vischy, in the southern part of France, 
where my health was greatly improved. The 
climate was delightful, and [ remained there 
during most of July. While I was reading of 
the thermometer at 90 to 96 and 100 all over 
the United States, I was sitting up by a stove 
there. 

“‘The virtues of the Vischy water were dis- 
covered in the time of Julius Casar, when he 
builta bridgethere. Napoleon the III., during 
his reign established his summer court at 
Vischy, and made it a fashionable watering 
place. There are 400 hotels and boarding 
houses there, and about 6,000 people, possibly 
10,000 at this season. 

“IT returned in the Majestic in something 
over five days. But for some accident we 
would have broken the record across the At- 
lantic. I had set the 17th of this month asmy 
time for sailing with my family, but business 
brought me home sooner. My wifeand daugh- 
ter will sail on the Majestic on the date I had 
Set for all of us.’”’ 

“Did you look into the convict systems of 
Europe?” 

“Yes, they have about the same system as 
ours. Mostconntries hire out their convicts, 
but in none of them is the management as good 
as in Georgia. 

“I was mighty glad to get Tue ConstitTv- 
TION over there. The postal service in Europe 
is good, as a rule, and I got the paper reg- 
ularly.’

TIE CONVENTION ASSEMRPLES IN 
ATLANTA TOMORROW. 


Delegates from All the Cotton States Will 
Devise a Plan fer Direct Trade With 
Liverpool—Other Notes. 


The Direct Trade Convention will assemble 
in Atlanta tomorrow.

A telegram waseceived yesterday from Gov- 
ernor D. G. Fowle, of North Carolina, stating 
that he would be present, leaving Raleigh with 
the delegates from that state today. 

Governor Richardson, of South Carolina, 
has telegraphed that he could not be present 
in person, but that he would send cna delega- 
tion to represent his state in the convention. 

Governor Stone, of Mississippi, telegraphs 
that he cannot be present because of the ses- 
sion of the constitutional convention. 

To the other governors, Governor Gordon 
has sent telegrams urging the importance of 
the convention, and requesting that delega- 
tions be sent. 

Tn Georgia a great deal of interest is felt in 
the matter. The alliance of the state are 
doubly interested in it as an alliance move- 
ment. The seaport sections will send up big 
delegations. 

Brunswick sees in it a matter of great local 
importance. They are enthusiastic over it, 
and will endorse the measure heartily. 

A large deiegation will be present from 
Brunswick, headed by Editor A. I. Bran- 
ham.

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A RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


Failure of the Firm of Jeter & Camp 
Yesterday. 

An application for a receiver for the assets 
of the firm of Jeter & Camp was heard by 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke yesterday. 

The application was granted, and Mr. R. M. 
Farrar, of the Merchants’ bank, was ap- 
pointed. 

So far it has been impossible to get more than 
a rough estimate of the liabilities of the firm 
which are from $15,000 to $18,000. 

The largest creditor is probably the Mer- 
chants’ bank, which holds claims to the 
amount of about $8,000. 

The other claims are divided up among a 
number of creditors, one of which is the Geor- 
gia Soap Company, which filed, through its 
attorneys, Messrs. Carter & Rosser, the appli- 
cation for the receiver, 

The assets are not definitely known, but are 
supposed to be about equal, all told, to the 
liabilities. 

Messrs. Jeter & Camp were dealers in crock- 
ery and house-furnishing goods, and were suc- 
cessors to Jeter, Malone & Camp, which firm 
succeeded Thomas & Jeter, at No. 100 White- 
hall street, 

They did a large business in their line, 
and are one of the best known 
firms in the city. The failure was due to short 
collections and other business complications, 
unavoidable vicissitudes of the trade.

THE sTOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September &.- The stock market 
today has possessed more animation than usual of 
late, but the activity has been caused by the same 
bammering operations which gave to the market 
all the Ufe it possessed last week, and in a few 
stocks there were sharp declines, while the re- 
mainder of list shows on'y slight changes as the 
result of today’s operations. The action of the 
secretary of the treasury in offering to prepay in- 
terest on four per cents for the coming year gave 
a check to the increasing aggressiveness of the 
bears and the move was considered a good one in 
all directions and one likely to have the desired 
effect upon the money market. The slow response 
to the last offer to redeem four and one-half per 
cents andthe continued low state of New York 
bank reserves, which have now shown a deficit 
from the requirements of the twenty-five per 
cent rule for four weeks in succession, made it 
imperative that something should be done to mect 
the demand of currency to the interior which 
seems to have aggregated a larger sum than usual 
this year. The long continued scarcity of money 
in this market restricts the business done in 
stocks to the smallest limits, would-be buyers 
holding off until the financial atmosphere shall 
become a little clearer, and while holders retain 
their grip upon their securities most tenaciously, 
the lack of buyers gives the bears courage to make 
Vigorous demonstrations against certain stocks 
more vulnerable than the rest of the list. Gran- 
gers are now in this position and pressure upon 
the Burlington and Quincy was again resumed
